BEERS AID TO STEEL 
A fair share of the 
recent 
im­ 
provement in the steel Industry has 
been attributed to the return of 
legal beer manufacture. 
Steel is 
employed by the brewing industry 
for a wide variety of purposes, rang­ 
ing from its more obvious utilization 
in the form of steel vats to its less 
(onspicuous employment 
In 
the 
manufacture of hinges 
for 
beer 
case.-, and bottle caps of tin plate. 
The department of commerce re­ 
cently estimated that about 
4.100 
trucks and as many passenger cars 
v < uid be bought by the brewing 
industry, and each of these vehicles 
contains a few tons of steel. In the 
use of stainless steel, a po»t-prohi- 
bition invention, the adaptation tx 
most interesttgn 
One of the news 
items of the current week referred 
to tho scrapping of 
old 
brewery 
equipment and the installation of 
stainless steel in Its stead. 
Another interesting development 
is reported from Milwaukee, where 
a manufacturer of steel equipment 
who has be*n signally successful in 
th* mam production of electrically 
welded pipe and automobile frames 
has now turned to mass production 
of stainless steel beer kegs. Struct­ 
ural steel has also been in fair de­ 
mand for new breweries and for ad­ 
ditions to existing ones. It is worth 
noting, too, that a 
shipment 
of 
beer was sent to the Whit# House 
in a new mju of case 
for 
bottled 
beer, made of steel instead of wood. 
The maker of such cases is work­ 
ing at present at full capacity. Tm 
can makers are experimenting with 
cams few* retail 
beer 
containers 
which would compete with bottles. 
The chief 
advantages 
ar# 
their 
llghtne s and also their cheapness. 
which makes it unnecessary to re­ 
trieve the container for subsequent 
use. 
The steel industry is always won- 
deiing in what direction its next 
major outlet will be found. Possibly 
the brewing industry will supply the 
answer to the question at the pres­ 
ent time—New York 
Journal
